Paper Pact 


NEW YORK (UPI)-T h e strik­ 
ing printers’ unexpected rejection 
of a contract settlement sought by 
their leaders left publishers today 
with little hope of resuming pub­ 
lication this week. 


Mayor Robert Wagner, whose 
settlement proposal had been ac­ 
cepted by negotiators for the 
printers and publishers, started all 
over again by calling both sides 
to 
meetings 
today. 
Publishers 
planned a meeting to consider 
what steps they will take to end 
the 101-day-old shutdown. 


The 
stormy 
four-hour 
union 
meeting Sunday at which the print­ 
ers voted down the settlement by 
a 64-vote margin was punctuated 
by boos and catcalls, aimed by 
the rank and file membership at 
its international union president, 
Elmer Brown, who had urged ac­ 
ceptance of the settlement. 


Brown, who threatened to walk 
out of the meeting, warned the 
strikers “If you don’t follow your 
international leadership, you'll be 
going down a blind alley and be 
out on a limb by yourself.’’ 


The vote, 1.621 to 1.557, actually 
was larger than the 2,970 printers 
employed by the nine newspapers 
affected by the strike. The total 
membership of ITU Local 6. ll, 
OOO, was eligible to vote, including 
1,500 pensioners. Observers close 
to the strike felt there was a 
chance the 
international union 
would order a mail referendum 
of the entire membership of Lo­ 
cal 6. 
Other complications developed 
when the Photoengravers* Union 
threatened to strike four newspa­ 
pers today if a new agreement is 
not reached by 4 p.m., EST. 
But the Stereotypers and the 
New York Daily News and New- 
York Times Guild units voted to 
accept the new contract propos­ 
als given their unions. Other Guild 
units will vote today on the $4.13 
settlement offer to extend their 
contract another five months be­ 
yond the present Oct. 31, 1964 to 
coincide with the other newspaper 
unions.

With eight healthy boys and 
girls frolicking about the house, 
you'd think a father would have 
trouble 
studying, 
especially 
when it comes to "cramming’* 
for a doctorate in bacteriology. 


But that's not the case with 
John J. Gavin of 21 Dogwood 
Drive, Levittown. 


The youthful sounds of elation 
and despair from his eight chil­ 
dren never distract him. In fact 
he has never heard the voices 
of his three girls and his young­ 
est son. 


Gavin, 40, was riding home on 
a train almost six years ago 
when he suddenly lost the hear­ 
ing in one ear. Two weeks later, 
he lost the hearing in his other 
ear. He is now totally deaf. 


But with Gavin, who is the 
author of some 24 scientific pub­ 
lications and the holder of a 
patent, his handicap has a way 
of kindling the flames of chal­ 
lenge. 


‘T m still able to do most of 
the things I used to do," said 
Gavin, a native of New Brun­ 
swick, N. J., who was grad­ 


uated from Rutgers in 1949 and 
earned his masters degree at 
the state university the follow­ 
ing 
year. 
“ But I now realize 
that security is an idle dream. 
You never know what will hap­ 
pen tomorrow.”

“ In this historic conference.” he 
said, "we meet as neighbors to 
find ways of strengthening this 
union; remembering always that 
the hope of economic progress 
can never be allowed to weaken 
our determination to extend and 
perfect the political liberty and 
human rights of our citizens." 


Kennedy's main emphasis in his 
arrival address was to lavish high 
praise on his Costa Rican hosts. 


“ It is appropriate that we meet 
at one of the brightest and most 
hopeful places touched by the sea 
(the Caribbean>— the Republic of 
Costa Rica," he said. 


“ For here a steadfast and cou­ 
rageous people have established 
a progressive democracy which is 
model for the hemisphere." 


As the President arrived for the 
historic meeting w ith the six Cen­ 
tral American presidents, at least 
two of the chief executives were 
reported to be in revolt against 
U.S. policy in Cuba. 


Informed sources said Kennedy 
had advised the Costa Rican gov­ 
ernment he would resist any pres­ 
sure at 
the meeting for new 
hemispheric action against Cuba. 


But a preliminary four-h o u r 
meeting of heads of state of Costa 
Rica,
